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Senate 
approves 

highly 
debated bill

Student senators passed 
a long-debated allocations 
bill at the weekly senate 
meeting of Student Govern- 
ing Association on Thursday 
night. The bill, which will re- 
imburse the College Republi- 
cans with $800 for travel ex- 
penses to attend a conference 
in Washington D.C, passed 
with a vote of 27-18-8. 

The debate on the bill re- 
volved around the constitu- 
tionality of funding the group, 
as a statute prohibits giving 
student money to support 
any political candidate. The 
conference showcased var- 
ious Republican politicians 
and included a straw poll. 
Those opposed to the bill saw 
it as partisan. 

"I am personally not in 
opposition to this group's 
political views," said Jessi- 
ca Schultz, junior in political 
science. "I am more conser- 
vative than liberal myself, but 
this is about the use of stu- 
dent money, regardless of po- 
litical view. I don't see how a 
conference with a straw poll 
isn't promoting a candidate 
for office." 

Debating for the fund- 
ing were senators who em- 
phasized how the conference 
positively benefited K-State. 

George Weston, grad- 
uate student in sociology, 
pointed out the bias inher- 
ent in the general opposition 
to the bill, as Student Senate 
had allocated funds of parti- 
san events in the past. 

"Namely, there was the 
2007 allocation to send stu- 
dents to the Young Demo- 
crats Convention," Weston 
said, later clarifying that the 
group had organizational 
problems and did not accept 
the funds or attend the con- 
vention. 

"This senate also funded 
an anti-Iraq war speaker just 
before a major political elec-

However, Alfred succumbs to 
a case of mistaken identity and is taken to jail.

Howev- 
er, she said the final total will be revealed 
at the event tonight at 7:30 p.m. Last year, 
the event raised $148,000. 

Up Til Dawn is a national philanthro- 
py, and K-State's efforts have consistent- 
ly ranked in the top-five for most money 
raised, Hartman said. 

"We're really excited about our total 
this year," Hartman said. "Everybody's just 
been really awesome about participating." 

Though the philanthropy is greek- 
oriented, Hartman said anyone can attend 



the event. 

"We've really tried to reach out more 
to the non-greek community this year be- 
cause we'd really like them to get more in- 
volved," she said.

Hartman said she had the opportunity 
to visit St. Jude this past summer in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., with the K-State Up Til Dawn 
co-directors and said it was an "amazing" 
experience.

co-chair and senior in kinesiology, had the 
opportunity to talk with some of the pa- 
tients and their families at the hospital this 
past summer. She said it made her realize 
how much the donations help. 

"Everything we do here at K-State 
matters to St. Jude," Williams said. "The 
kids even tell you that. They thank you so 
much for taking the time to raise money for 
them." 

Williams said to see people continue 
to donate during this time of economic cri- 
sis really showed her people still care about 
helping others. 

"We really are the future of this hospi- 
tal," Williams said, referring to the partici- 
pating students. 

"We are the ones to help the hospital 
and the kids stay alive. St. Jude really cares 
what our organization does, and we sup- 
port them in a really big way."

Despite advances, racism in U.S. still only evolving, not dying

Americans who believe 
racism is dead should wrap 
their minds around U.S. At- 
torney General Eric Holder's 
blunt and long overdue de- 
cree. 

"Though this nation has 
proudly thought of itself as an 
ethnic melting pot, in things 
racial we have always been 
and continue to be - in too 
many ways - essentially a na- 



tion of cowards," Holder said. 

"Though race-related is- 
sues continue to occupy a sig- 
nificant portion of our polit- 
ical discussion and though 
there remain many unre- 
solved racial issues in this na- 
tion, we, average Americans, 
simply do not talk enough 
with each other about race," 
he continued. "It is an issue 
we have never been at ease 
with, and given our nation's 
history, this is in some ways 
understandable." 

In case you didn't know, 
Holder is our first black attor- 
ney general, and I respect him 
for standing against our coun- 
try's institutionalized racism 
at a time when many white 
people think it is a thing of 
the past. 

The ambiguous nature 
of modern racism is a pow- 
erful silencer for people who 



are unsure of their role in 
the race debate. Yes, his mes- 
sage was a bitter pill to swal- 
low after electing America's 
first black president, but how 
much more positive reinforce- 
ment are we going to demand 
when blacks are identifying 
with the men behind the po- 
dium for the first time in the 
history of this country? 

People who have suffered 
racism deserved to hear Hold- 
er give America a piece of his 
mind. In the meantime, those 
lucky enough to have shirked 
racism should accept permis- 
sion to embody the courage 
we were taught to subdue be- 
cause of "white guilt," a non- 
sensical yet legitimate afflic- 
tion hordes of innocent white 
people bought into for rea- 
sons only a conspiracy theo- 
rist could list.

York civil-rights lawyer Cyrus

Taking from living on behalf of dead not acceptable

"I'm sorry for your loss, but don't you 
think your late mother would want her debt 
settled?" 

This kind of emotional manipulation is 
the latest technique credit agencies are us- 
ing to settle outstanding debt of the deceased. 
Minnesota-based DCM Services is a collection 
agency that takes the debt owed by deceased 
people from living family members. DCM em- 
ploys a staff specially trained to guide griev- 
ing family members through the five stages of 
grief: denial and isolation, anger, bargaining, 
depression and acceptance. Customer repre- 
sentatives harness the emotional vulnerability 
of grieving persons to get them to the most lu- 
crative of the five stages - bargaining. 

"When there is no probate estate, a com- 
pany like DCM Services uses its Empathic Ac- 
tive Recovery approach to collections, which 
is a respectful approach that gets results, min- 



imizes survivor complaints and protects client 
brands," according to a DCM fact sheet. 

I find it very disturbing that a collection 
agency prides itself on psychologically ma- 
nipulating the grieving process for their bene- 
fit. This practice is immoral at best and should 
not be legal unless the debt is legally transfer- 
able to a next of kin. 

According to a New York Times article 
on Wednesday, despite the job market, about 
50 percent of employees at these type of debt 
collection agencies leave the company within 
90 days of being hired, and who could blame 
them? I couldn't sleep at night either after 
placing those phone calls. 

If an individual dies and there is no mon- 
ey or property designated in their will, it is un- 
reasonable for credit agencies to expect the 
next of kin to pay the debt. The only time 
debts should be paid posthumously is if the 
deceased left a windfall of money or property 
to an heir, in which case the debts should be 
settled prior to accessing the funds. 

Creditors are known for their lack of re- 
morse when it comes to getting their due. Un- 
employment and other hard times are not 
their concern, and interest rates and penalties 
add more to the debt. However, the audacity 
that DCM and similar companies demonstrate 
with their mere existence needs to be ad- 
dressed. If I still owe debt to creditors when I 
pass on, I don't want my family members get- 
ting that phone call. My family has nothing to 
do with my debts and vice versa. If you don't 



acquire the debt, it should not be your respon- 
sibility to wipe the slate clean. 

This January, Fox news reported on a 
New York family who lost their 27-year-old 
son to a heart attack. As if it couldn't get any 
worse than burying their child, the Crime- 
ni family then began receiving phone calls re- 
questing payments on their son's outstanding 
debts. The Crimenis are not the only example 
of grief-stricken families around the country 
who have to scan their calls. 

If you are ever contacted by a similar col- 
lection agency, ask if you are legally required 
to settle the debt, get all the contact informa- 
tion for the company, and contact a legal of- 
ficial. Keep in mind, however, that a vast ma- 
jority of outstanding debt cases do not transfer 
to the next of kin. This should be fully under- 
stood before anyone fears for their credit. 

If creditors do not respect death, they def- 
initely have no respect for life. Do yourself a 
favor and buckle down during these turbu- 
lent financial times. Do not make the mistakes 
so many have and throw plastic on a counter 
when the money is not in the bank. The only 
debt I can condone are student and home 
loans. So stay in school, buy a home, but leave 
all that fake money where it belongs - stored 
in your closet in the Monopoly game box.

The K-State women's 
tennis team suffered its third 
loss of the season against 
Brigham Young University 
on Thursday. The Wildcats 
(3-3) were routed by the Cou- 
gars 7-0 at the Wamego Rec- 
reation Complex. 

The Cougars started the 
afternoon by winning two 
of three matches to win the 
doubles point. The only team 
to record a victory against 
BYU was the No. 3 doubles 
tandem of Antea Huljev and 
Petra Chuda as the pair de- 
feated Jensen/Hayasaka 8-4. 

The Cougars went on to 
win all six singles matches as 
they overwhelmed the Wild- 
cats from the beginning. The 
only Wildcat to force a third 
set against BYU was junior 
Natasha Vieira as she lost to 
Elizaveta Ezhova 3-6, 6-3, 
1-0 (12-10). 

"We had some compet- 
itive moments, but obvious- 
ly a 7-0 loss is not what we're 
looking for," said coach Steve 
Bietau. "Our No. 3 doubles 
team was the only team that 
won and that clearly looked 
like a solid doubles team." 

Though the Wildcats 
were swept during singles 
matches, Bietau said his team 
held its own. 

"There were a number 
of spots in the singles line- 
up that I felt like we played 
pretty well," Bietau said. "The 
match is not without its good 
spots, but it's still a 7-0 loss." 

The Wildcats' next con- 
test is against yet another 
ranked opponent - No. 32 
University of Tulsa. 

Though the Wildcats 
were just shut out by the Cou- 
gars, Bietau still remains opti- 
mistic about his team's chanc- 
es against Tulsa. 

"We've always had very 
tough, competitive match- 
es with Tulsa," Bietau said.

Cats try to keep momentum against Colorado

Following a victory over the No. 15 
Texas Longhorns, the K-State women's 
basketball team will travel to Boulder, 
Colo., to face the Buffaloes for their final 
regular-season game. 

The Wildcats (22-6, 9-6 Big 12 Con- 
ference) look to build off the momentum 
of Wednesday's performance in which 
they forced the Longhorns into 19 turn- 
overs. The K-State defense dictated the 
pace of the game and held the Big 12's 
third-ranked offense to 38 percent shoot- 
ing from the field. 

"That win [Wednesday] was just 
huge," said head coach Deb Patterson. "It 
was huge for every reason. We played well, 
we competed hard, we faced a top- 15 op- 
ponent, we lined up a significantly deeper 
and more athletic team and answered that 
aspect of the game, whereas we struggled 
with that against Texas A&M." 



In the game against Texas, senior 
point guard Shalee Lehning saw her first 
substantial minutes since suffering from 
mononucleosis. 

Junior forward Ashley Sweat said 
having Lehning back in the lineup was 
significant in the success of the offense 
last night. 

"She is such a great leader," Sweat 
said. "She just brings a whole different di- 
mension to our team. Just having her back 
raises everyone else's confidence." 

Lehning scored 11 points, hand- 
ed out six assists and grabbed seven re- 
bounds while playing 39 minutes against 
the Longhorns on Senior Night. 

Junior guard Kari Kincaid said the 
Wildcats will be a different team this 
weekend since Lehning is healthy and 
able to contribute. In the Wildcats' previ- 
ous meeting with Colorado, Lehning was 
sidelined. 

"We have our All-American point 
guard back, which is a big weight off all 



our shoulders," Kincaid said. "She just 
makes us so much better in every aspect 
of the game, which Colorado will be ready 
for the 'Shalee Lineup.'" 

Colorado enters Saturday's game hav- 
ing lost seven of its previous eight games. 
However, despite their lack of success 
lately, Patterson said her team is not over- 
looking the Buffaloes before the Big 12 
Tournament. 

"I don't have any question in my mind 
that our kids are completely focused on 
Colorado," Patterson said. 

The Cats enter the contest looking for 
their first road win since their Jan. 24 vic- 
tory over KU in Lawrence. 

"This is another challenge for our 
team right now to see if we can overcome 
that challenge that has knicked us in the 
last few road games in the Big 12," Patter- 
son said. 

Tipoff for Saturday's game, which will 
be broadcast on 1350 KMAN, is set for 3 
p.m.

Traditional weddings in the U.S. 
differ dramatically from many other 
cultures' ideas of conventional cere- 
monies. While most couples in this 
country have the freedom to marry 
a spouse of their choice, many cul- 
tures across the world accept help 
from more than 200 of their clos- 
est friends about deciding whom to 
marry. 

This concept might seem 
strange to most people in the U.S., 
but for some African women, this is 
a cultural tradition. 

Gladys Barkley Aseido, grad- 
uate student in family studies and 
human services, grew up in the Re- 
public of Ghana, which is located in 
West Africa. She has lived in Man- 
hattan for more than five years with 
her husband, Michael, and their 
two children. 

Aseido and her husband were 
married five years ago in Ghana, in 
what she termed a traditional mar- 
riage ceremony. Aseido said the 
groom must first perform a "knock- 
ing" ceremony, in which the groom 
approaches the bride's family and 
states his interest in their daughter. 
If the family and the bride accept his 
offer, then a marriage is planned. 

Aseido said one of the most es- 
sential elements to a successful en- 
gagement is the family's approval 
and participation. 

"The whole process is very in- 
teresting because you get to meet 
[the other person's] friends and ex- 
tended family members," she said. 

Aseido said each bride's father 
has a list of items a groom is re- 
quired to give the bride's family. 

The items on this list are indi- 
vidualized for each family based 
on their educational and socioeco- 
nomic background. Aseido had al- 
ready graduated with her bachelor's 
degree when she became engaged, 
so her list was more extensive than 
those of other members of her fami- 

ly. 

"I was more expensive than my 
sister," Aseido said with a laugh. 

Items on this list might include 
a suitcase, alcohol, a Bible or hym- 
nal, clothes for the bride, money for 
the bride's family and an engage- 
ment ring. 

The money provided for the 
bride's family is distributed through- 
out the entire family, Aseido said. 
The bride and groom are then wel- 
come to turn to any family member 
to seek help at any point in time. 
In this way, every family member 
shares in the marriage. 

African native Nancy Muturi, 
assistant professor of journalism,

said traditional African weddings 
have much more family involve- 
ment. 

"Marriage is really a binding of 
families, not just of individuals," she 
said. 

When the marriage ceremony is 
performed, the groom is not present 
until the end of the ceremony. Fe- 
male family members walk out with 
veiled faces, followed by the bride. 
The ring is placed on the bride's fin- 
ger by her future sister-in-law as a 
symbol of unity between the two fu- 
ture sisters. 

Once the heads of both fami- 
lies have agreed completely to the 
engagement, the couple is officially 
married and the groom is allowed to 
meet his bride. 

Aseido said there is no need to 
have a certificate or legal document 
for the marriage because the heads 
of the families are able to proclaim 
the marriage official. The ceremony 
is followed by a party for everyone. 



Solange Uwituze, one of Asei- 
do's friends, is originally from 
Rwanda. She moved to Manhattan 
in 2005 and is working toward her 
doctoral degree in animal science. 

Uwituze said a wedding cer- 
emony is important to the bride's 
family because they are giving her 
away. 

"I think I like the whole setup 
because it is the most crowning cer- 
emony that can happen to a girl's 
family," Uwitize said. 

Uwituze is not married yet, but 
said she plans to return to Rwanda 
in the future to find a husband. 

This traditional custom might 
seem complicated to Americans, 
but for Uwituze and Aseido, this is 
a traditional approach for marriage. 
Both women said it is important for 
each family to accept the other as a 
way to create unity and trust. Just as 
it takes a village to raise a child, in 
these two cultures, it takes two en- 
tire families to produce a marriage.

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RCPD to send officers for extra 
Aggieville patrols on 'holiday'

Aggieville's annual 
Fake Patty's Day celebra- 
tion is a Manhattan tra- 
dition that is common- 
ly associated with all-day 
drinking and partying, but 
for the most part, the Riley 
County Police Department 
sees it as just a normal Sat- 
urday. 

The RCPD is still tak- 
ing some extra precautions 
for this Saturday's celebra- 
tion. Since some bars will 
open at 9 a.m., the RCPD 
will send an officer to pa- 
trol the streets on foot 
when the bars open. By 
noon, there will be two or 
three officers there, and 
by nightfall, about eight 
officers and a supervisor 
will be driving, biking and 
walking the streets to en- 
sure the celebration stays 
under control. 

"We don't normally 
assign officers specifically 
to Aggieville that early on 
a Saturday, but the night 
will be very similar to any 
other Saturday night," said 
RCPD Lt. Kurt Moldrup. 

Moldrup said the de- 
partment found that the 
town was busy during the 
morning and early after- 
noon hours, but when the 
evening rolled around, of- 
ficers had a much slower 
Saturday night than nor- 
mal because people were 
so worn out from drinking 
at the bars during the day. 

While the depart- 
ment plans to treat the 
celebration like any oth- 
er Saturday, bars are pre- 
paring with extra securi- 
ty. O'Malley's, one of the 
most popular Fake Patty's 
Day bars, will open with 
double staff. 

"Normally the door- 
men come around 9 p.m., 
but on Saturday we'll have 
double staff ready at 9 a.m.," 
said Nathan Moon, gener-

al manager of O'Malley's. 

Common knowl- 
edge might insinuate there 
would be a spike in alco- 
hol violations and disor- 
derly conduct crimes on 
Saturday, but the goal is 
the same, Moldrup said. 

"Our overall mission 
is to reduce crime and im- 
prove the quality of life 
of the citizens we serve 
in Manhattan and Riley 
County - and that's what 
we're going to do," Mol- 
drup said. 

Moldrup said the de- 
partment has no precon- 
ceptions about the day. 

"The reason people 



are there means nothing 
to us," he said. "We are just 
there to do our job." 

Officers will perform 
their usual routines, walk- 
ing through bars and pa- 
trolling the streets. The 
bars will be looked into, 
as always, to make sure ev- 
erything is calm and order- 

ly. 

Moon said he is not 
concerned with the bar get- 
ting out of control, thanks 
to the RCPD. 

"It gets better each 
year," he said. "RCPD has 
learned - just as we have 
learned - how to do this in 
a clean, fun way."

Students will be able 
to get a free ride home 
from Aggieville through 
Safe Ride starting at 3 
p.m.

ple as we can." 

Gouldie said he ex- 
pects to help 600-700 pas- 
sengers. On most Satur- 
day nights, Safe Ride car- 
ries about 150 passen- 
gers. 

Despite the extra traf- 
fic, most Safe Ride drivers 
don't mind working on 
the holiday. 

"I think most of our 
drivers enjoy it," Gouldie 
said. "They seem to have 
a lot of fun with it."

The program is free for all 
K- State students with a 
K-State student ID.

an anti-Iraq war speaker 
just before a major political 
election," he said. 

The College Repub- 
licans later presented on 
the Conservative Political 
Action Conference. They 
showed photos of students 
attending events in re- 
sponse to the claim made 
by the allocations commit- 
tee that members didn't ac- 
tually attend events at the 
conference the previous 
year. 

Senators also passed 
amendments to the SGA 
constitution and by-laws, 
which change titles, duties 
and responsibilities. 

Clinton Medovich, se- 
nior in political science, 
argued against the bill on 
the ideological grounds 
that constitutional changes 
should not be taken lightly. 

"I don't view this as a 
consolidation of power or 
a coup, but I do think we 



must weigh these changes 
carefully," he said. "Chang- 
es should be necessitated 
by large controversies." 

Schultz defended the 
bills, saying, "We've been 
considering these changes 
for weeks, and even gave 
out surveys to senators for 
their feedback. All of these 
changes are necessary for 
the sake of effectiveness." 

Before formal vot- 
ing began, Chuck Smith 
from HTK Architects and 
F&S Partners presented 
on the progress of the Pe- 
ters Recreation Center ex- 
pansion. The group is be- 
ing paid $732,270 this year 
from student privilege fees 
in order to expand the rec- 
reation center. 

Other allocations that 
passed include $900 to 
send members of the KSU 
Potters Guild to an educa- 
tional conference in Phoe- 
nix and $259 to fund the 
Juggling Club's Little Apple 
Juggling Festival.

A win against Colorado, other factors could lead to Ist-round bye

The end has arrived. 

Saturday's game against the Colorado 
Buffaloes will not only be the final game 
of the regular season for the K-State men's 
basketball team, it will mark the end of 
the career for the lone senior - Darren 
Kent. 

Kent, whose offensive production has 
gone from 1.6 points per game in his first 
three years to 9.2 in his senior campaign, 
will play his last regular season game in 
Bramlage Coliseum on Saturday. 

"I'm trying to just stay focused and 
not get to caught up in all the ceremonies 
and the emotions that go along with it," 
Kent said. "It's special, and I am looking 
forward to it. 

K-State (20-10, 8-7 Big 12 Confer- 
ence) comes into the season finale after 
losing 77-71 to Oklahoma State in Still- 
water, Okla., on Tuesday night. 



A win against the Cowboys would 
have secured a first-round bye for the 
Wildcats in next week's Big 12 Tourna- 
ment. 

"We have one game left," head coach 
Frank Martin said. "We lost control of our 
destiny, and we owe it to D.K. to go out 
and play our best game." 

Though the Wildcats came up short 
in Stillwater, a first-round bye is still not 
out of the question. 

With a win against Colorado - and 
if Kansas beats Texas in Lawrence and 
Oklahoma beats Oklahoma State at home 
- the Wildcats would secure fourth place 
in the Big 12 Conference and a first-round 
bye in the Big 12 Tournament. 

Offensively, the Wildcats are led by 
guards Denis Clemente and Jacob Pullen 
with 15.3 and 13.5 points per game re- 
spectively. 

Colorado (9-20, 1-14 Big 12) comes 
into Saturday's contest on a 10-game los- 
ing streak and have only won two of their 



last 19 games. 

The most recent Buffalo loss came at 
the hands of Texas A&M by a score of 72- 
66 on Wednesday. Colorado led for most 
of the game until a Texas A&M lay-up 
with 4:26 left in the second half by Josh 
Carter gave the Aggies the lead for good. 

In this season's first meeting between 
K-State and Colorado, the Wildcats were 
in the middle of a four-game losing streak 



to start the Big 12 Conference. The Buffa- 
los played the Wildcats close throughout 
the entire game but eventually lost 77-75 
in overtime. 

Guards Cory Higgins and Dwight 
Thorne II lead the Buffaloes in scoring 
with 17.3 and 12.3 points respectively.

With the Wildcats having seven out of 
12 active players being freshmen or soph- 
omores, experience added by playing in a 



postseason tournament never hurts young 
players. 

The Wildcats have had every 
opportunity to showcase why they should be 
in the NCAA tournament this season. The 
nonconference slate didn't provide much 
strength or schedule boost, but definitely 
losses to all three BCS teams they faced in 
Kentucky, Iowa and Oregon did not help 
the Wildcats case. 

During league play, the Wildcats con- 
tinued to not impress the NCAA tourna- 
ment committee by starting the season off 
with four consecutive losses. 

If the Wildcats had won at least one 
game out of the three nonconference 
games and won one game against either 
KU, Oklahoma, at Missouri or even at 
Oklahoma State, the Wildcats wouldn't 
have anything to worry about going into 
selection Sunday. 

Though the Wildcats tournament 
chances might have died when they lost to 
the Cowboys from Oklahoma State, Satur- 
day's contest against the Colorado Buffaloes 
might indicate how the postseason will play 
out. 

Will the Wildcats rally behind their lone 
senior Darren Kent and try to use the game 
as momentum going into the conference 
tournament? Or will the Wildcats feel sorry 
for themselves after a disappointing loss that 
ended their tournament dreams? 

Head coach Frank Martin has often 
said during press conferences that "the most 
important game is the next one on your 
schedule." 

Well, if his players can buy into Martin's 
philosophy, then I wouldn't expect the Wild- 
cats to come out Saturday and lay an egg 
against the worst team in the conference. 

A win against the Buffaloes would send

The senior has provided leadership 
playing only 22 minutes a game and averag- 
ing nine points during his senior campaign 
with the Wildcats.
